Pomdexter, of Washington, repub- 
licans, and Pomerence, of Ohio, and 
Robinson, of Arkansas, democrats 
Features of the Bill. 


Salient provisions of the Cummins 


bill include: 


Termination of government con- 


trol and return of the roads to priv- 
ate ownership on the last day of the 
month of enactment.' 


Establishing the Interstate com- 


merce commission, with greatly in- 
creased powers, as the supreme body 
over railroad affairs. 


Supervision and control of virtual- 


ly all railroad 
affairs, 
including 


rates, wages, operation and financing 
by the government. 


Creation of a new railway trans- 


portation board of five members ap- 
pointed by the president to super- 
vise railway development and opera- 
tions, subject to Anal action of the 
interstate commerce. 
Creation ot a new committee of 


wages and working condition*, com- 
pose 4 equally of representatives of 
employes and employers, with wide 
authority in settling labor questions, 
subject to decision of the transporta- 
jtion board and interstate commsrc* 
commission.

senting the railway companies. Each 
railroad craft is to nominate candi- 
dates for this committee and the 
board is required to appoint four from 
among such nominees. Each railroad 
corporation is to nominate a candi 
date for membership and the boan 
is to appoint four persons from among 
such nominations. This committee i 
to consider all complaints submittec 
by representatives of the employes o 
of the carriers, and is to decide by a 
majority vote, and its decisions ar 
to be certified to the transportation 
board. If the committee of wages anc 
working conditions ia evenly dividec 
upon any dispute, the whole matter i 
to be certified to the board, and th 
decision of the board is final and con 
stitutes a governmental judgmen

!ats and dairy products, sent by mer- 
chants, all over the world, Mr Hoo- 
ver said. These merchants, he de- 
clared, had gambled on sales in Pol- 
and, 
Czecho-Slovakia, 
the 
Baltic 


states and Germany at high prices, 
but these states have only a depre- 
ciated local currency and many com- 
modities are in danger of spoiling as 
the central European 
market for 


foodstuffs is limited to the ability of 
the peoples to buy on credit. 


'This year's speculations," Mr. 


Hoover said, ''are due, in my opin- 
ion, chiefly to the belief of food 
merchants and manufacturers, that 
when the 
blockade was removed 


there would be an enormous demand 
for foodstuffs and other commodities 
in central and eastern Europe. This 
speculation was not due to any im- 
portant shortage of actual supply 
and was not confined to foods." 


Responding to an inquiry, as to 


how food speculation could be check- 
ed in America, Mr. Hoover replied: 


"Attorney General A. Mitchell Pal- 


mer is on the right track when he 
endeavors to break down speculation 
and seeks to secure powers never 
possessed by former administrations 
to enable him to accomplish this step 
The situation is one that may well 
cause anxiety also from another point 
of view. We are now coming into A 
flood of production of foodstuffs in 
the northern hemisphere and 
will 


again have a great surplus in the 
United States. It, in the meantime, 
Europe has not found credits to pur- 
chase the coming winter's supplies,, 
we are likely to have a glut and 
prices may fall below the cost of pro- 
duction to American farmers.

C«rranz» Gives Warning. 


(By Linted Press ) 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 1.—Mexico 


will maintain her sovereignty "un- 
harmed" and "absolutely cannot ac- 
cept any limitation on the liberty of 
Mexican citizens," President Carranza 
declared tonight in his message be- 
fore the opening session of congress. 


Carranza warned diplomatic rep- 


resentatives stationed in Mexico to 
caution their nations against "oc- 
casions of conflict." 
The Mexican 


government, he said, was making 
every effort to establish order in the 
country and pointed to conditions 
which he declared marked an ap- 


account of the inequality of condi- 
tions under which the people of one 
country commit offenses against the 
citizens of another country. 


"The respectability of Mexico be- 


fore other countries has been guarded 
with the energy and prudence de- 
manded by international conditions. 
The work of the indemnification com- 
mission is progressing and a law has 
been introduced providing reparation 
for damages caused by highwaymen, 
wjhen not caused by the imprudence 
of the persons injured." 


"The fourth cause of conflict," the 


president said, "implied limitation 
on national sovereignty, continuing 
the government endeavors to respect, 
and consolidate existent rights, but

A tax law that should be popular would be a 


paradox—a law that taxed no one. Every new 
measure of taxation is viewed with misgiving by 
those upon whom its burdens will lie until in 
actual experience of it they find it is not unfair 
and not onerous. The new tax law of Indiana 
is purposed to make a more equal distribution 
of tax burdens. The new method of assessment 
is the means of doing that. It should be borne 
in mind that it is not the base of taxation but 
the rate that does the business. After the base 
is established the amount of money needed will 
determine what the rate of assessment is to be. 
Until this new law in Indiana has had a chance 
to work, outcry against it is premature and prob- 
ably will be found baseless in practically all 
cases. An effort has been made and is continuing 
to get property of all sorts in the state valued, 
not only truly, but fairly as respects each kind 
of property, the one in relation to the other. If 
there shall chance some slight discrepancy here 
and there between what is and what should be, 
it will scarcely be strange nor will it be irreme- 
diable. 


INDIANA HIBERNIANS HERE. 


The delegates in Fort Wayne today for the 


state convention of the Ancient Order of Hibern- 
ians come not only as men of Irish birth .or blood 
imbued with sentiments higher than ever for the 
fate of the island whence they are their sires 
sprang, but charged with some new obligations 
respecting Erin. If they are in agreement with 
the great leaders of the Irish cause as it is sought 
to be served in America by Irishmen who are 
Americans they must have something to say of 
the manner in which it is undertaken to bind this 
nation to the settlements of the war in Europe. 
With their leaders they share the aspiration and 
the hope for an Ireland free and with the same 
leaders must also share the doubt, misgiving and 
heartsickness bred from a contemplation of what 
ominous meanings the league of nations may 
have for the future of that hope. 


In Washington a few days ago American 


Irishmen—among them some who went overseas 
to look upon Ireland and her case as they are 
today and to speak her cause before the makers 
of peace and the mongers of the league—uttered 
with passionate force their objections to the 
terms of peace that have been made and urged 
Upon the senate the high duty of Americans to 
reject the Versailles convention and so save the 
nation from that evil they foresee in jointure 
with other nations under the covenant. They 
voiced belief that the covenant seals the doom of 
Ireland's self-determination and liberty so far as 
those consummations can be suppressed by the 
power of Great Britain. The Hibernians of In- 
diana will hardly find ground apart from that 
upon which Hibernians in most other states are 
standing. It will be of interest to watch what 
course they point for themselves because it will 
so far shed light upon what America as a whole 
is thinking about the venture upon unknown seas 
it is attempted to launch this republic. 


On every account Fort Wayne extends her 


warmest welcome to the delegates and other vis- 
itors who come to the convention of Indiana 
Hibernians here and hopes no duty of hospitality 
will be wanting and that both pleasure and 
profit may be the fruits of their sojourn in this 
c-itv. 


PROHIBITION'S JUBILEE. 


The national prohibition party is fifty years 


old and, considering all the vicissitudes it en- 
countered, its jubilee anniversary is a really 
jiotable event. The prohibition party did not do

everywhere—from Maine, which was the first of 
them, to California, which was perhaps the most 
reluctant—but the party did start it and did 
everlastingly hang on. It preceded the greenback 
party and .survived it. It long antedated popu- 
lism, saw it me and witnessed its burial. But 
the dry party hold on, growing slowly—some- 
times slipping a little- ;"\A making no headway 
that could be called progress by token of any 
results achieved, \ ct keeping the tremendous 
psychological advantage of existence, of being 
here for the eyes of all to gaze upon, even if in 
the case of the great majority M ith mere indul- 
gence of good nature and even if in the case of 
its enemies 
At ith open scoffing. 
That counted. 


Every four years there «as a prohibition candi- 
date for president. None of them in the party's 
history ever got more than a quarter million 
votes. But the cold water outfit stayed on the 
job in its conscience and with its labor. Directly 
the movement against the saloons took a new 
and more practical turn and accomplished more. 
But the prohibitionists stood steadfast and con- 
sistent throughout, shouting their battle cries of 
''down with the rum power," and ''no comprom- 
ise with evil." 
The result is rather apparent 


today and rather startling. Next January will 
Avitness the nation totally dry by constitutional 
amendment.

The prohibition party did 
not do it 
all, 


but it started the trouble and faithfully kept 
the trouble going through all the discouraging 
years when it was the scorn and the scoffing of 
men and women who pleaded always that they 
had thorough "belief in temperance, but didn't 
think prohibition practicable." Lots of that sort 
still survive along with perhaps millions of men 
who always would profess a violent enmity to 
John Barleycorn, but never could be got to vote 
a prohibition ticket. "Federal prohibition won't 
work" and like sentiments were the pleadings 
inconsistency. Yet, it perhaps is just as well 
that prohibition came slowly, not bursting full- 
flowered until the state of the public mind had 
grown ready for it. It conceivably might ha ye 
been forced on prematurely and perhaps have 
failed in the experience. As matters'hold, there 
is no peril of that in any future near enough to 
be apprehended. At all events, the prohibition- 
ists have a bully good right to celebrate their 
party's jubilee. And, whether this party con- 
tinue or expire—an issue over which a sharp 
quarrel has arisen—its history is written, and if 
across that imperishable scroll be written, "we 
did it," it will altogether be much less a case of 
Betty and the bear than some other historic 
achievements against which claims have been 
levied. 


AH Dressed Up and No Place to Go 


SOME HORSE SENSE. 


The New York state federation of labor pro- 


poses a course that on the face of it seems to 
have more horse sense than anything that so far 
has been suggested as both a practical and prac- 
ticable means of yanking the high cost of living 
off its perch. It is proposed that all labor issues 
be put in a state of suspension for six months— 
which of course could only mean that strikes for 
wages, for conditions, for recognition, for moral 
effect or for nothing at all, as sometimes l^lls 
out, be interdicted and that the rule for that 
period be consistent work and not discontent, 
interruption and turmoil. 
That would have 


salutary effect and a year of it would be even 
better. The economic effect of smoothly running 
industry for the next twelve months would itself 
be notable, both as influencing a decline of prices 
and as putting money in labor's pocket to meet 
prices whatever they are. 


The New York federation is gazing on the big 


idea that thSre cannot be improvement of con- 
ditions so long as production is interrupted and 
distribution obstructed by widespread idleness 
either as the primary or secondary consequence 
of strikes. And that is as true as gospel. Short- 
ages of every sort can never be overcome until 
the drive of industry is made against that con- 
dition. 
Readjustment of economic conditions 


cannot come about while the abnormal status of 
everything—industry, commerce, transportation, 
finance—is kept acute and disturbed by strikes, 
by wage increases/ by shorter working time and 
other factors that go to make up a chaos of in- 
stability and uncertainty. 
Quietude and in- 


creased output will do more in the course of a 
year to bring about the conditions that labor is 
striving for than all the strikes than can be called 
and enforced from now till doomsday. Taking 
a kick at the situation, now by this craft, next 
by that, again by some other and so on from one 
end of the country to other in the whole realm 
of industry simply brings confusion worse con- 
founded and does more to drive higher the costs 
of living than all contrary influences together 
can do to bring them down. And it hurts. One 
set of craftsmen may get a wage increase that 
confers narrow benefits, but the millions outside 
of that set pay the freight on it. 
There are 


legions of workingmen who have and' can have 
no share in these changes save to bear the burdens 
of them. No part of the benefit comes to them. 


^ The leaders of labor for the most part are be- 


ginning to set themselves against the tide of in- 
dustrial disturbance. They understand full well 
that nothing of permanent benefit to labor on all 
hands can come out of policies and practices 
whereof the effect is to shoot up industry, spur 
prices to further advancements and increase the 
distresses of the world by a shortening of pro- 
duction when the prodigious need is for mor^ 
and more of everything. There must be a set- 
tling down from the conditions set up by the war. 
Multiplying ructions in industry only serve to 
make abnormal situations more abnormal and out 
of this growing chaos can be procured no status 
that will be satisfactory to anybody. Moreover, 
these saner leaders perceive that the situation is 
one which evil counsellors are seizing upon to 
serve the cause of their vicious and destructive, minw, worf, roallv tn 
radicalism.

Save Five Thousand Lives 


(By Frederic J. Haskln) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2— 


The American public is accustomed 
to newspaper stories of mining dis- 
asters with headlines announcing 
hundreds of lives lost. 


A new headline has been written 


over the mining accidents of the past 
decade by the Bureau of Mines, ac- 
cording to 
Director Manning-. 
He 


claims that the rescue and mine safe- 
ty work of the bureau has saved five 
thousand lives since the Bureau of 
Mines was founded in 1910. 


The death rate in coal mines is still 


high. In every camp of a thousand 
miners there are three who will have 
been killed in mining accidents be- 
fore a year has elapsed, and more 
than two hundred who will have been 
injured. There are more tha# a mil- 
lion men working- in the mines of 
America and they face a casualty 
rate as uniform and certain as that 
of any detachment at the battle front, 
and much higher than that of some 
military units in action. 


Director Manning- cites convincing 


figures to show that the Bureau of 
Mines has greatly reduced this cas- 
ualty rate by means of its mine res- 
cue cara, one of which It operates In 
each mining- district in the 
United 


States. These cars are rushed to all 
disasters. 
Between accidents, they 


go about the country giving lessons to 
the miners in mine rescue work. The 
result is that practically every mining 
camp in the country has its team of 
trained 
rescue 
workers, 
fully 


equipped with oxygen tanks and first 
aid apparatus. 
The days of panic 


and wasted energy in case of accident 
are over. When a cave-in or an ex- 
plosion occurs now, the work of res- 
cue and of resuscitation is often car- 
ried through as systematically and 
effectively as the digging of coal. 


Director Manning claims that the 


death rate in mines can be reduced 
another fifty per cent, and he is going 
to make an elaborate effort to im- 
press the importance of mine rescue 
work upon the miners, the mine ope- 
rators and the public in general, 
when the new Pittsburgh laboratory 
of the Bureau of Mines is dedicated 
at the end of this month. 


The Bureau of Mines has had a 


laboratory in Pittsburgh ever since 
the Bureau was founded. The labor- 
atory is now moving into a new mil- 
lion dollar building, with greatly In- 
creased equipment 
and 
facilities. 


Miners and mining men from all over 
tne United States will attend the de- 
dication. 
One hundred of the best 


mine rescue teams in the 
United 


States will hold a great elimination 
contest for medals and prizes. 


Incidentally, this new laboratory 


will be a notable addition to what the 
people of Pittsburgh claim is one of 
the greatest aggregations of techno- 
logical laboratories and other facili- 
ties in the United States The Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh, the Carnegie Mu- 
seum, and the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology are all near the Bureau 
of Mines laboratory. 
Taken all to- 


gether, 
these organizations consti- 


tute a really great University of its 
kind

Ever since 
then, the Bureau has been pulling off 
explosions from time to time, so that 
the miners will not forget that coal 
dust explodes. 
This work has led 


incidentally to the establishment of 
the fact that the dust in flour mills 
and in corn-product mills is also ex- 
plosive, and has resulted in measures 
being taken to prevent explosions of 
this kind, which had before been re- 
garded as mysteries. 


The new mines laboratory Includes 


an airtight room which can be flood- 
ed with any of the poisonous gases 
which endanger life in mines, so that 
gas masks and oxygen tanks can be 
demonstrated. This room is fitted up 
just like a mine, with a track, car and 
other obstructions found In real 
mines. 


After an explosion or a cave-in, it is 


often the poisonous gases which en- 
danger the miners' lives. Many have 
lost their lives when trying: to find 
their way out. The Bureau now ad- 
vises miners to barricade themselves 
into corners and so to keep the pois- 
onous gases away until help reaches 
them. Recently four men thus lived 
entombed for four days, surrounded 
by poisonous gases which could not 
reach them. When they were finally 
reached by a rescue crew, they were 
able to walk out of the mine, very 
weak but otherwise uninjured. 


At this dedication ceremony will 
he told the story of "Safety First." 
The Bureau of Mines claims credit 
for this phrase, which has now be- 
come an idiom of the language. Slo- 
gans such as "Safety ahead of pro- 
duction" were used by a steel com- 
pany before the Bureau came into 
existence, but "Safety First" was 
coined by the Bureau officials and by 
them advertised until it has become 
one of the most widely known slogans 
of American industry. 


The safety of miners is of course 


not the only subject which is investi- 
gated m this laboratory. The Bureau 
is carrying on a number of technical 
mining experiments all the time. Two 
of the most important "lines of work 
have to do with the burning of coal 
and the extraction of oil from 
the 


ground. The economical use of coal, 
both In factories and in homes, by 
proper firing and by using the right 
kinds of grates, has been preached by 
the Bureau for years, and it is still 
making experiments in that line. 


With only enough oil in sight to 


last a few years, its work In connec- 
tion with the oil wells is even more 
important. A large amount of oil is 
left in the ground by reason of faulty 
boring and pumping, and the Bureau 
is experimenting in better methods of 
doing both these things

Spending Thousands of Dol- 


lars to Remove Wires and 


Pole Cross Arms. 


WORK WELL UNDER WAY 


Work which is now well under way 


and which will be extended through- 
out the city, will remove the great 
maze of telephone wires and numer- 
ous cross aims on the service poles 
of the Home Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. The improvement is 
being- made at the expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars, to gUe 
better service to all portions of the 
city and to lessen the damage to the 
company's out-of-door wire property 
by enclosing the wires in cables to 
protect them against the elements. 


In the East End. 


One of the biggest 
improvements 


is in the change being made in the 
wires which serve the east end of 
the city. Here, a cable three inches 
in diameter and containing 1,200 wires 
(600 
pairs), eacli wire insulated from 


the others, is being extended from the 
main 
office 
by 
the 
underground 


route, and then, emerging from the 
ground, it will be separated into 
smaller groups, encased 
in 
cables 


containing 
200 and 400 wires, to 


serve the various portions of the east 
end. 
This one improvement alone 


will cost the company J7.000, but it 
will be well worth the cost because 
of the improvement in the service, 
which will enlarge the number of 
patrons and also in the protection 
which is given the wires against 
damage bv the elements. When the 
work is completed, the entire mess 
of wires will come down, 
and 
the 


cross arms will be removed from the 
poles throughout that portion of the 
city, ' 
On the South Side. 


"Work is also going forward on the 


south side, especially in the Harrison 
Hill district, where scores of new 
homes have been built and where a 
new center of building activity pre- 
vails tliis fall. 
Here, in order to 


serve the homes in Harrison Hill, all 
of tlie open wires will be replaced by 
those encased in cables which are 
now being extended down the alleys 
in the addition. Tiiis also will mean 
the removal of the poles from Rudi- 
sill boulevard which no longer will 
be needed. 
The change, in addition 


to giving better service, will add to 
the beauty of the entire region. 


In Harrison Hill and the surround- 


ing territory, the homes will hereafter 
be able to secure "straight" tele- 
phone lines instead of being com- 
pelled to use party lines if they do 
not wish to do so. The Harrison Hill 
Improvement ^ill cost the company 
approximately $5.000. 


In Lakeside. 


An extensive improvement in the 


j lines in Lakeside and Forest park 
has been completed. All of the un-

NEW ORGHNIZMIOH RISES 


TO BUTTLE PROHIBITION 


(By Louis Ludlow, Special Correspondent of 


the News at Washington.) 
WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
2.>— The 


latest proposed organization to fight 
prohibition is to be called "The 
League to Repeal Prohibition Amend- 
ment." Attorney William H. Stay- 
ton, of this city, is circulating a 
memorandum setting forth the pro- 
posed plan. It says that the organi- 
zation will be Incorporated and that 
"brewers, distillers and those who 
have made their living from the trade 
will be Ineligible to membership; that 
each member is to sign a pledge that 
he will vote for no candidate for the 
office of United States senate or 
member of congress, or state legisla- 
ture, unless the candidate promises 
that he will favor the repeal of the 
prohibition amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution," 


It further says that the pledge does 


not mean that the signer is opposed 
to prohibition, nor that he is wet. The 
circular also gives the reasons why 
this is the proper time for forming 
the organization, as follows: 


1. That prohibition is in the minds 


of the people now and will be for 
several months, which makes it op- 
portune for getting members.

After "Flu" Precautions 


After influenza what? It is a ques- 


tion everyone should ask themselves 
daily for the next few months. Warm 
weather has wiped out the danger 
of active cases of the "Jlu" but it has 
not entirely removed the danger of 
the after effects. 


Influenza itself greatly reduces 


one's physical vitality. 
Cases fre- 


quently were followed by other sick- 
ness, especially pneumonia, 
which 


still further reduced the victim's re- 
sistance to disease. This lowered re- 
sistance opens the way for active 
tuberculosis, which is a disease of the 
weakened. 


Most people are infected with tlio 


germs of tuberculosis in childhood. 
Provided one's 
general health re- 


mains good, such infection may never 
develop into active diease. In fact, 
the person who appears to be en- 
thely well, but when bodily vitality 
is lowered by a sickness such as in- 
fluenza or pneumonia, these tuber- 


culosis germs, lying in wait, may 
launch a sudden attack even months 
after and make rapid headway. 


Those who had influenza durinj; 


the winter epidemic should take out 
"health insurance" by having a doc- 
tor make a thorough examination to 
see if any signs of tuberculosis arc 
present. You cannot tell without tin 
expert examination. 


If you find yourself free from any 
trace of tuberculosis, keep so by suf- 
ficient rest and careful living. 


If, however, your "cold" lias hung 


on despite the coming of warm wea- 
ther, or if other indications of tuber- 
culosis are found, 
begin medical 


treatment without a moment's delay. 


Those who have had 
the "flu" 


should not assume, 
however, that 


they are going to get tuberculosis 
nor should those who 2o develop the 
disease assume that they cannot be 
cured. 
Tuberculosis, 
as 
modern 


science has proved, is preventable, 
and it is curable, provided treatment 
1 is begun early.

But Sisler walks up. takes hi* posi- 


tion, holds his bat ready but steady, 
goes through no false motions and does 
nothing to try to banish any possible 
hoodoo.

GAVE TWO WEEKS' NOTICE 


Sheet metal workers of the city 


are on strike today. While ttie com- 
mittee in charge of the negotiations 
for the strike has made no public 
statement, tinner contractors stated 
today that the men were demanding 
fifteen cents an 
hour additional 


wages. 
The demands of the men, 


according to contractors, were first 
presented a little over two weeks 
ago. 


Representatives of two of the larg- 


er contractors In the city, Blank & 
Co. and Ge-rding & Auman, stated 
today that there was r.;i organization 
• Of the tinner contractors and that no 
; steps have so far been taken by the 


contractors to arrange for a meeting. 


Contractors today 
said 
that the 


wages they were paying at the pres- 
ent time run from sixty-five cents an 
hear to seventy-two and seventy-five 


" cents an hour. With the fifteen-cent 


an hour increase asked for by the 
men, this would bring the wages to 
eighty and ninety cents an hour. 


Several of the contractors today 


complained that 
the 
notice given 


them was altogether too short; with 
contracts on their hands that will 
keep work going for several months. 
Individual firms offered the men in- 
creases of five cents an hour if the 
men would return to work this morn- 
ing.One of the firms declared that when 
the present wage scale was agreed on 
a year ago, he had told his men that 
future demands for increased wages 
must be presented with ninety days' 
notice.

lawyer, had helped defend private sol- 
diers In his unit who were hailed be- 
fore courts martial. 
His knowledge 


of the law and his insistence that ac- 
cused men get their rights angered 
Officers at the courts martial, Thomas 
said, and resulted in his four months' 
sentence. 
He told the committee how a soldier 


named Paul Smith, of Bisbee, Ariz., 
who had been so badly wounded one 
leg was useless, was sent to a prison 
camp where he was forced to work 
with Austrian prisoners simply be- 
cause he refused to make up his bed 
in the hospital, on the ground that 
he was unable to do so.
